Cairo to rule on 
cease-fire today

Egypt's President Anwar Sadat 
18 to wrap up his country’s attitude 
towards the Middle East negotia- 
tions in a last-minute report to be 
delivered before the National As- 
sembly on Thursday night. The 360- 
man parliamentary body has been 
called to ap extraordinary session 
only hours before expiration of the 
cease-fire at midnight that περ. 

The Assembly's session. will con- 
clude a series of meetings between 
President Sadat and top-level of- 
ficials.. He will preside over an 
emergency session of the National 
Defence Council today, and tomur- 
row ts to preside over a meeting 
of the 150-man Central Committee 
of the Arab Socialist Union, Egypt's 
only political party. 

The meetings were summoned to 
review developments since the re- 
sumption of the current negotia- 
tions under the auspices of the U.N. 
envoy, Dr. Gunnar Jarring, and their 
impact on the cease-fire. The deci- 
sion with regard to extension of 
the cease-fire is nevertheless ex- 
pected to be resolved at today's 
Defence Council meeting, to be con- 
veyed first to the Central Commit- 
tee and then to the Nattonal As- 
sembly for approval.

The judgement of knowledgeable 
officials is that the formal agree- 
ment is less likely than an informal 
continuation of the truce on a 
day-to-day basis. Mr. McCloskey 
said, “A little more information” 
on the subject of a cease-fire was 
likely to become available at the 
U.N. yesterday or today. 

Diplomatic sources in Cairo were 
quoted as saying Egypt has rejected 
Israel's latest written proposals for 
peace. 

The sources said the Egyptians 
considered the Israeli proposals a 
ease of “putting the cart before the 
horse" as well as an evasion of 
the U.N. Security Council 1967 
Middle East peace formula. 

The Egyptian view has been con- 
veyed to the major powers and 
other members of the Security 
Council, and is being transmitted 
to the United Nations as a whole.
